Brubakken moved to recommend the City Council authorize providing the City Attorney with
$47,600.00 for 2017 in order that he may hire and maintain a full time staff position through his office to
provide advocacy for victims of crime under Marsy’s Law. Seconded by Gumke. Voice vote showed:

Gumke moved to table consideration regarding entering into Amendment #4 with SRF Consulting
Group, Inc., for Planning and Zoning Technical Services, in the amount of $60,000, in order to allow
discussions with SRF staff relative to services to be provided under a new contract agreement.
Seconded by Buchanan. Unanimous aye vote. Carried.

Buchanan moved to recommend the City Council approve Renaissance Zone Incentives for a five (5)
year 100% property tax exemption and to recommend the State of ND grant a five (5) year 100% state
income tax exemption for the following:
